The Czar's Forces Sink a Jap 


Transport With Cargo. 


A'JAP VICTORY AGAIN REPORTED 


Mikado's 
Men Control the Highway 


That Leads to Mukden—Musco- 


vites to Harass Enemy. 


London, April 28—The Chifu com*- 


spondent of the Eeuter Telegram com- 
pany wires today tjiat the Japanese 
have occupied Kulieng Cheng on the 
righl bank of the Yalu river to the 
south of Antung. 


Such a move on the part of the Jap- 


anese would be highly important from 
a strategical standpoint as it would 
mean that 'they would have the Rus- 
sian forces on the Yalu river hemmed 
in on tfcree sides. In front would bo 
the main force of Japanese, to the east 
and northeast some of the Japanese 
who are known to nave- crossed the 
Yalu on Monday and Tuesday, and on 
the west are -the force now reported iio 
have occupied Kulieng Cheng. 


JAP TRANSPORT SUNK. 


St. Petersburg, April 28—An official 


uispatch received today reports that 
on April 25, two Russian ftwrpedo boats 
blew up a Japanese transport, at Gen- 
seng, Korea, -.-The transport carried -a 
cargo of 40^ tons of rice and military 
stores, 1500, tons of coal and four 
llotchkiss guns.. Seventeen officers, 20 
men, 35 coolies and. 65 sailors were cap- 
tured. Other Japanese 
officers and 


men resisting Tvero sunk with the 
transport.

Aspern and that of Prince Eugene of 
Savoy at Lech. Both failed because 
of floods. The Yalu proved no excep- 
tion to the established rule. 


"We know that the Japanese crossed 


at two ipoints. Their first attempt to 
force passage near Chand Che Kow, 
20 miles above Wiju, near Siaopaus- 
sikhe, on the Poussikhe, a tributary 
cf the Yalu. was successful. This is 
imyortant because a road leads from 
Siaopoussikhe 
northeast to Kwan 


Tien, which commands one of 
the 


roads to Mukden. 


"It is evident that the Japanese de- 


voted most of their attention to cross- 
ing near Wiju. The river here is di- 
vided into several channels by 
isl- 


ands, the largest of which is Sama- 
lindo. Above and below Wiju 
the 


liver was bridged at three points. 


"Up the stream near Siudiagou. the 


Japanese were watched by a small de- 
tachment of Cossacks, but the enemy 
was practically unopposed. At Turen- 
Chen, lower down, our outposts di- 
rected a fire from a field piece so suc- 
cssfully that they destroyed the moor- 
ings and wrecked the pontoons. The 
enemy was thrown into disorder and 
suffered considerable loss. 
Still fur- 


thar down the stream the Jananese 
proceeded to make a third attempt to 
cross. 


"We do not think that the Japa- 


nese will attempt to land at Takushan 
or Tatung Kau now that they have 
crossed the Yalu. The object of such 
landings has been to cause a diversion 
so as to enable'the Japanese to cross 
the river. . Takushan is not a socd 
strategic point. 
The road leading 


therefrom is bad and troops conld only 
te supplied with great difficulty. The 
Russians will not show their hand at 
this stage, but will continually harass 
the enemy, choosing their own time 
for a battle."

A military expert, who is particular- 


ly impressed with the Japanese cross- 
ing near Siaopoussikhe", said said that 
the use of the road therefrom would 
enable the enemy not only to march 
upon Mukden, but to outflank 
the 


Russian position at Feng Huan Cheng 
and cut off any of General Rennen- 
knmpf's" Cdssacks. who may. have gone, 
lo join the attack on General" San.

day was the agreement to the confer- 
ence report on the Panama canal bill, 
which in its final shape, carries the 


i,000.000 appropriation as desired by 


the Senate and a proposition leaving 
the control and management of the 
?one to the President as desired by 
the House. 


When the Senate met today the con- 


ference report on. the river and harbor 
bill was agreed to-without objection. 
Mr. 'Allison, chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee, presented a tabulated 
statement of the1 appropriations of Con- 
gress for the year ending July 1, 1905, 
being an excess of the appropriations 
for the current year of $28,000,000. The 
conference report oif the Isthmus Canal 
civil government 
bill was agreed to 


without discussion.- The House resolu- 
tion fixing the time of adjournment of 


ongress at 2 o'clock today was agreed 


lo. 


The seat of the executive branch of 


the government was temporarily 
re- 


moved this morning 
from thf White 


House to the capitol, as is the custom 
during the closing hours of each ses- 
sion of Congress, in order to expedite 
the signing of bills and other executive 
business that "must be conducted before 
idjoiirnment. 


The House at 11:15 today without

at 2 o'clock this afternoon.

FAIR CASE 


COMPROMISE HAS BEEN MADE BY 


THE PARTIES. 


New York. April 28—As a climax to 


the famous Fair will contest between 
the Vanderbilt-Oe-lrichs claimants and 
Hannah and Abraham Nelson, repre- 
senting the heirs of Catoliue Fair, nee. 
Smith, who, with her husband, Charles 
L. Fair, was killed in an automobile 
accident in France two years ago, it 
•was revealed that the Nelsons have ac- 
cepted $250.000 cash as a compromise 
to their claims, and that the sensation- 
al battle for millions is en-led. 


Besides this sum, the Nelsons, It was 


announced, will eventually receive ap- 
proximately 
$100,000 additional. As 


they received $423.000 
In September, 


1902, their total inheritance amounts 
to nearly $775,000, exclusive of person- 
al property left by Caroline Fair which 
is estimated at between $50,000 and 
?f!0,000. 


The final settlement is in accord- 


ance with an iron-bound agreement 
which the Nelsons signed three weeks 
ago not to offer any further obstacle to 
a complete and final setlemert Owing 
to a remarkable effort on both sides to> 
keep secret the final terms of setle- 
ment the facts did not leak out untf! 
today. 


Coincident with thp announcement it 


was said that Win. K. \randerbilt, Jr.. 
is now hurrying across the continent to 
join his wife, Virginia Vanderbilt, who* 
with Mrs. Herman Oelrichs were rival 
claimants with the Nelsons to the Chas 
L. Fair millions. 


According to a mutual friend of the 


principals, in this city, who is inti- 
mately acquainted 
-will the situation, 


ihe estate amounts to Only $4,000,000. 
Accordng to this same authority the 
James G. Fair millions will be distrib- 
uted together with the Charles L. Fair

estate in San" Francisco within two 
weeks. Mrs. Oelrichs will leave for 
San Francisco this week to join her sis- 
ter and brother-in-law, who have pre- 
ceded her. 


By the terms of the settlement, it is 


said, Mrs. Vanderbilt and Mrs. Oelrichs 
will receive about $2,000,000 each from 
the estate of their brother. They will 
at the same time receive between them 
s,cme $8,000.000 as the portion of the 
James G. Fair estate, which would 
have gone to their brother had he 
lived.

I Columbus, O., (Special.)—While the 
legislature did not enact as many 
laws by 
one-half 
as in previous 


'sessions, the.work has been not the 
less arduous. It is doubtful if a leg- 
islature has had to contend with as 
|many important propositions as those 
'that came before the Seventy-sixth 
general assembly. 


The action of the supreme court in 


'declaring unconstitutional special leg- 
islation gave the legislature unusual 


i work. It meant the enactment of a 
school code and an election law. The 
legislature "did not have much trouble 
in coming to a satisfactory conclusion 
on the election proposition, but the 
ischool code resulted in a long drawn- 
'out fight. With the law to abolish 
spring elections and the administra- 
tion measure imposing a tax of 2 per 
•cent on bequests exceeding $3,000, and 
the school and election bills, the leg- 
islature faced work that ordinarily 
•would.have given a session of twice 
;its length enough to do. 
' The election law abolishes all elec- 
tion boards in cities with population 
of more than 100,000, effective May 1, 
;and 
all election boards in other cities 


effective July 1. A board of deputy 
Btate supervisors of elections will 
hereafter look after the elections. 


I The school code gives cities of more 
than 
50,000 population the elastic 


board, and cities below that figure a 
small board of three to seven mem- 
bers elected at large. In the large 
cities boards of education are to be 
-elected as follows: Two to 30 from 
districts and two to seven at large. 


Because of the charitable disposi- 


tion of the legislature it was neces- 
sary to enact, revenue laws. The in- 
heritance tax grew out .of this. A 
Btate depository law was passed which 
•will bring $50,000 into the treasury, 
. and an excise tax on water transpor- 
tation companies will add that much 
more to the state funds. 
| Governor Herrick has vetoed but 
•nine bills up to date. One of these 
was the Chisholm bill, which purposed 
to give to driving clubs the right to 
allow the selling of -pools on races. 
.The others were measures for the re- 
lief of officials who were liable on 
their bond, and special election laws. 


• All of 'these were unconstitutional.
